REHEPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


oe 


To the Citizens of Washington: 

Another school year has closed and this annual report is 
herewith respectfully submitted. . 

Except for sickness in quite a number of the districts,which 
rendered attendance very irregular, and diminished the number 
of scholars very largely, the schools have been quite successful. 
Districts No. |, 38, 4, 5 and 7 suffered most seriously from the 
prevailing maladies, some of them closing with less than one- 
half of their whole number of scholars. 

I would suggest to prudential committees the wisdom of 
closing such schools and trusting to the future for a season 
when all, or nearly all, could be benefitted. | 

Of the sixteen teachers, all but three have had previous ex- 
perience. Four of the sixteen taught two terms each. 

I would earnestly recommend to all who propose to follow 
teaching to avail themselves of every opportunity to better qual- 
ify for the work. Don’t ‘‘lay on your oars,” and say ‘‘I have 
succeeded once,” and so be at ease with yourself. The time is 
coming when others will not be so easy with you. 

The business of teaching is a progressive work. If you 
have done well this year, you should do better next. 
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& 

I firmly believe that young teachers, especially, would 
make a wise investment by going a few terms to a good Normal 
School, such as we have at Plymouth. 

Teachers differ, as the brightness of one star differs from 
another; and if I can cause the lesser brilliant to outshine the 
effulgence of the brighter, I will be satisfied. 

New spelling-books have been exchanged for the old ones, 
and arithmetics are very nearly uniform. Geographies are 
mixed and behind the times, and should be exchanged for an 
edition of 1881. 

No. 6 has repaired its school-house to the extent of about 
one hundred dollars. 

No. of children reported by the Selectmen between 5 and 
15: Males, 69; females, 71. 


REPORT OF DISTRICTS. 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Mrs. J. H. Newman, Prudential Committee. 

The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Ida E. 
Carter of Hillsborough. Had it not been for sickness among 
the scholars, the daily attendance would have ranked high. 

Miss Carter is a very successful and acceptable teacher— 
genial toward her scholars, but efficient in having good order. 

The school maintained its former good standing. 

Winter term was taught by Henry O. Hill, A. B., of 
Lempster, the successful teacher of the fall term of Tubb’s 
Union Academy. 

Mr. Hill is a scholarly gentleman and an excellent teacher, 
and certainly in severe cases a good disciplinarian. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Mrs. J. Woop, Prudential Committee. 

Both summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Louise L. 
Eaton of Bradford. These complete three successive terms 
taught by Miss Eaton in this district, which is a guaranty of 
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satisfaction and profit. | Miss Eaton is quiet and orderly, and 
looks well to the best interests of her scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


a FarnswortH, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Ida D. Farnsworth taught the summer term, it being 
her first teaching. Miss F. has always been a pupil in this 
district, and the committee had been mindful of her proficiency 
in her studies, and was pleased to qualify her as teacher, in 
which capacity she fully met his expectations and merited his 
approbation. It was hoped she might labor in the work of 
teaching for a series of years, but— 

Mr. F. J. Farnsworth succeeded her in the fall term. Re- 
movals, &c., have reduced this school almost to a negative 
quantity. Mr. F. must have had a lonesome term, and a poor 
opportunity to display all the qualifications of a good teacher, 
which he so abundantly possesses. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


C. H. Lowett, Prudential Committee. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Jennie L. Heath of 
Marlow. The school opened well, but was interrupted by sick- 
ness, and closed unbeknown to the committee, who had but lit- 
tle knowledge of its usefulness. 

The fall term was under the instruction of Miss Lizzia A. 
Brown of Marlow. Miss Brown-entered into her work with a 
good deal of pathos and solicitude. She experimented with a 
class of young scholars in geography without any books, and I 
credit her with having accomplished a good work. The exami- 
nation was good and showed marked progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


H. I. Gages, Prudential Committee. 
The first two terms were taught by Miss Etta T. Nichols 
of Bradford with good success and general satisfaction. This 
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is the second school in size and contains some very fine schol- 
ars. Miss Nichols was superlatively exact in requiring correct 
and concise language in the explanation of mathematical prob- 
lems. It is one-half of the battle to learn how to explain what 
you have demonstrated. 


The winter term was taught by Mr. Charles E. Walker of 
East Washington. It is believed that the district was largely 
well satisfied, but, as usual, not wholly. Mr. Walker seemed 
to be faithful to his duties, and those present at the examina- 
tion made a good showing of the instruction received. Perhaps 
a little reviewing of the higher mathematics would make him a 
more acceptable teacher to some. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


G. W. taecuak M Prudential Committee. 

Mr. Blanchard early conceived the wise policy of calling 
back to the teacher’s chair, Miss Annie C. Smith of Bradford, 
who had so faithfully and acceptably taught the fall term of 79. 
Miss Smith deservedly ranks among our best teachers. 

Graduating from the High School in Boston, she knows in 
what thoroughness consists, and being alive to the best welfare 
of her school, it must be a dull scholar that does not make good 
advancement under her instruction. Both terms were well 
taught by her, and the examinations were highly satisfactory. 
Miss 8. excels in keeping a full register. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Wma. D. Frienp, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Alice J. Brown of Marlow taught the summer 
term. This term was sadly interrupted by the whooping 
cough, and closed in a distressing plight. It was difficult to 
judge of its beneficial results. The term was continued but 
six weeks, and little progress was made. 

The fall term was more successful in all respects, being 
taught by Miss Della G. Tandy, who manifested an aptness 
to teach. . The term opened auspiciously and closed very suc- 
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cessfully with a satisfactory examination. The progress was 
marked in all the classes and indicated good instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


FRANK CRAINE, Prudential Committee. 

This district had but one term which was taught by Miss 
Aura A. Morse of Weare. This was a first-rate school; ev- 
erything moved like clock-work propelled by the best of 
springs. One little girl of six years—S. KE. S.—answered 
with promptness more miscellaneous questions, and questions 
of solid worth, than are accustomed to be asked a child so 
young. The Committee was truly astonished at the exhibi- 
tion. Prudential committees will do well to remember . such 
teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. * 


ALBERT CopMaNn, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Laura D. Hobbs of Goshen aught three weeks 
in the summer, when it was apparent that the want of years 
and lack of dignity to command obedience, rendered the school 
unprofitable. Miss H. isa good scholar and a good girl, but 
too young to teach. 

Miss Dora M. Pike of Goshen taught the fall term, and 
succeeded admirably. Good order prevailed, and good prog- 
ress was made. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


-Josrru SEVERANCE, Prudential Committee. 

There was one term of seven weeks in this district, which 
was taught by Herbert F. Dresser of Windsor. This is a 
backward school; and what school would not be backward 
with only seven weeks of instruction and forty-five of vacation 
ina year! Such things ought not so to be. Mr. Dresser 
labored diligently and acceptably, and accomplished as much, 
perhaps, as any one could with the same chance.
